Concerning Wine-Licenſes.. 


Fx alate ActofParliament, Entituled, An Act for the better Ordering and Selling of Wines by 
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M KRetail, (amongſt other things) We did Will and Require all and every Sur loving 
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others, 02 any two oꝛ moꝛe of them as Cle ſhould appoint to be Dur Agents ko G2anting Licenſes foz 
Retailing Wine, at their Office in Blackfrycrs, London, at the time and times therein limited and appointed: 


Wyndham Eſquire, one of the Gentlemen of Dur Pꝛibp Chamber in D2dinary, and others, to be Our 
Commiſſioners and Agents foꝛ granting Licenſes foꝛ Retailing Wines; And therefoze did by Dur Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation bearing date at Dur Court at Whire-ball the Nineteenth dap of May in the Fourteenth yearof Dur 
Reign, will and require all Our loving Subjects who were Betailers ofany Cline oꝛ lines within Dur

Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town and Pozt of Berwick upon Twede, That they 
and every of them ſhould appear and Addzels themſelbes unto Dur ſaid Right Truſty and Right 
Wel-beloved Couſin John Earl of Bath, and Edmond Wyndham Eſquire, and ſuchothers (o2 any two oz 
moze of them) as Uſe had then appointed to be Dur Commiſſtoners oꝛ Agents foꝛ the granting Licenſes 
fo Retailing of Wines, at their Office in the Old Palacc-Yard at Weſtminſter, at the time and times there- 
in limited and appointed. And whereas ſince the publiſhing of Dur P2oclamations afozeſaid, le have 
been graciouſly pleaſed,out of Pur Pzincely care and great lobe and affection to Dur molt intirely beloved 
Bꝛother James Duke of York, foꝛ and towards the maintenance and ſuppoꝛt of him the ſaid Duke, his State 
and Dignity, (amongſt other things) to Gꝛant t Allign unto him, and the Heirs males ol hig Body, all and 
every the Power and Powers, Authozity and Authoꝛities of giving Licenſe to any perſon oz perſons to 
Sell oꝛ Utter by Retail all, every. oꝛ any kind of Wine o2 Wines whatſoever, with all Rents, Sum oz 
Sums of Boney, Revenues, Pzofits and Emoluments whatſoever, that ſhall oꝛ may ariſe from the ſame : 
which were further ſetled by a late Act of Parliament, Entituled, An Act for ſetling the Profits of the Poſt-· Office, & 
Power of granting Wine-Licenſes, on his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, & the Heirs males of his Body. And whereas it 
is in and by the ſaid Act Enacted and Declared, That all andevery perſon oz perſons which from time to 
time ſhall be by the ſaid Duke of York and the Heirs males of his Body appointed, authozized, oz deputed 
Agent 02 Agents, Commiſſioner oꝛ Commiſſioners, to treat and contract foꝛ giving of Licenſes foꝛ the Sel- 
ling and Uttering Wines by Retail, ſhall have the full and ſole Power and Authozity to treat and contract 
foꝛ the ſame, in as full and ample manner as Dur Agents oz Commiſſioners might have done by vertue of 
the firſt recited Act. In purſuance whereof, Dur moll intirelp beloved Bꝛother Jam s Duke of York, hath 
under his Hand and Seal authoꝛized and deputed Sir Richard Brabham Knight and Baronet, Sir Nicholas 
Armorer, and Sir George Smith, Knights, Stephen Fox, Richard Maſon, and Nicholas Oudart, Eſquires, to be his 
Agents and Commiſſioners foꝛ granting ofLicenſes fo2 ſelling of all manner of Wines by Retail: We do 
therefoze hereby ſtrictly charge and command all Dur Subjects who are Retailers of any Wine oz 
Wines within Dur Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, oz Town and Poꝛt of Berwick upon Twede, 
That they and every of them do appear and Addeeſs themſelbes unco the afozeſaid Sir Richard Braham, Sir 
Nicholas Armorer, Sir George Smith, Stephen Fox, Richard Maſon, and Nicholas Oudart,o2 any two oꝛ moze of them 
at their Office in the Old Palace-Yard at Weſtminſter, andat any ſuch other place oꝛ places in London 92 elſe⸗ 
where, as they from time to time ſhall think fit and app3int, at the ſeveral time and times herein after limit- 
ed and appointed, then and there to Contract withthe faid Agents oz Commiſſioners at ſuch Rates and 
pꝛites as they ſhall agree foꝛ Licenſe and Diſpenſation foꝛ Retailing of Wines, and toperſiect ſuch their 
reſpective Contracts, and give ſuch ſufficient Security fo2 payment of their reſpective Rents, and perfoz- 
mance of Covenants, as the ſaid Agents oꝛ Commiſſioners, oꝛ their Aſſigns ſhall like and app2ove, at ſuch 
warrantable Rates as by the ſaid Acts are appointed; And likewiſe ſuch as havefo2merly contracted with 
any of Dur Agents afozeſaid,to pay unto them all ſuch Arrears of Rents as they have ſo contracted foz. 
And le do further hereby Declare, and Dur Nopal will and pleaſure is, That all and every perſon and 
perſons who are Retailers of Wine, oz that ſhall defire to have Licenſes and Diſpenſation to Retail 
Wine within Dur ſaid Dominions, and dwelling within One hundzed Piles of Dur City of London, ſhall, 


and do appear befoꝛe the ſaid Agents oz Commiſſioners at their Office afozeſaid, And ſhall, and do agree, 
contract, and give good Security foꝛ payment of their Kents, and perfozmance of Covenants, and like- 
wile foꝛ payment of their Arrears of Rent, at oz befoze the Nine and twentieth day of September next: 
And all other perſons living at a greater diſtance, at oꝛ befoꝛe the Tenth day of October next, And le do 
hereby Declare, That if any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoever in any City, Tobon Co2pozate, oꝛ other place 
02 places whatſoever, ſhall by bertue oz colour of any Letters-Patents, Gant, Contract, oꝛ Authozity 
whatſoever not warranted by the Acts akozeſaid, pꝛeſume to Utter oꝛ Retail any line oz Wines whatſo- 
eber, without making ſuch Contract and Agreement, and giving Security foꝛ payment foz Licenſe and 
Diſpenſation to tommente as afoꝛeſaid, and within the ſaid reſpective time herein limited; they and every 
of them are ſhall be liable tothe Penalties  Foztettures in the ſaid Act ſet and impoſed upon all ſuch who 
Utter andRetail Wine without Licenſe, as in the ſaid Acts is appointed, and are to be pzoceeded againſt 
as the ſaid Act directeth, And Ale do further ſtraitly charge and command all Sheriffs, Mapoꝛs, Bai⸗ 
liffs, Conſtables, and all other Dur Dfficers whatſoever, to be aiding and aſſiſting unto the ſaid Agents 
o2 Commiſſioners of Dur ſaid Dear Bꝛother, fo the exact obeying and putting in execution of this Dur 
P2oclamation. And We do hereby further Declare to all Dur loving Subjects, That it will be good and 
acceptable ſervice to Us in any oł Dur ſaid Subjects, topzoſecute ſuch Dftenders, who ſhall pꝛeſume to Sell 
02 Retail any Wines without Licenſe as atozeſaid, contrary tothe true intent and meaning ofthe ſaid Acts, 
in ſuch manner as by Law is appointed, foꝛ which they ſhall receive the reward and advantage thereby 
pꝛopoſed, being the Moyety of Five pounds foꝛ each Dffenceſo committed.
